For  the  sixth  verse,  "c^anphoratod  oil"  is 
omitted  and  a  little  sniff  is  given.

The  songs  which  follow  are  suggested  as  rounds  with  two,, four,  or  eight 
■groups#  First  of  all,  teach  the  song  to  the  entire  group  ^aid  suggest  the  .actions 
before  dividing  the  singers  into  groups.  One  should  be  careful  in  indicating  where 
each  group  is  to  begin  singing  and  hovf  many  times  the  round  is  to  be  sung*  Ordi-- 
narily  each  round  is  sung  four  times  through.   Sometimes  it  is  preferable  to  desig- 
nate leaders  who  are  to  stand  in  front  of  eac>i  group  and  load  thorn.   .
